The subject matter of claims 1-7 relates to a speaker for focusing sound in audible frequency 
to a focal point, comprising a sound lens filled with a gas heavier than air; sound source 
generators coupled with the sound lens in concentric axis; and a sound proof chamber for 
surrounding the sound lens and the sound source generators. 

Dl discloses a speaker equipment which has an acoustic guide lens and a sound absorbing 
member. D2 discloses an ultrasonic probe which has an acoustic lens and an ultrasonic 
absorbing material. D3 discloses a liquid lens having the two lens walls and a lens liquid 
situated therebetween. D4 discloses an acoustic lens system used for ultrasonic imaging in an 
ultrasonic system. None of these does not teach or suggest a sound lens filled with a gas 
heavier than air. 

Therefore, the subject matter of claims 1-7 is new and is considered to involve an inventive 
step. 
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
